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Address by Austin F. Canfield, of Washington, 
D. C, Chairman, American Bar Association 
-Special Committee to Study Communist Tactics, 
Strategy and Objectives, delivered before the 
Annual Meeting of the New Jersey State Bar 
Association, in Atlantic City, on Friday 
Evening, May 25, 1951. 

THENAR MUST REPUDIATE THE COMMUNIST LAWYER 

The communist movement in this country has so many ramifica- 
tions that neither the time allotted, nor a patient willingness 
to listen on your part would permit me to fully and completely 
discuss it here tonight. Since we are now meeting as a group of 
lawyers, I shall confine my brief discussion to the subject as it 
affects the relationship of the American lawyer to the general 
public . 

I understand that practically every member of this great 
Association has been furnished with a copy of the report of the . 
Special Committee of the American Bar Association on Communist 
Tactics, Strategy and Objectives. The report carries with it the 
resolutions ^adopted, after debate by the House of Delegates of ' 
the American Bar Association. I am sure each of you will realize 
that insofar as it is able to deal with this subject matter, the 
American Bar Association can only function at top level and to a 
very limited extent. For our work to be successful, it becomes 
necessary to have our resolutions as adopted fully implemented and 
carried into positive action by the various local and State Bar 
Associations throughout the country. Especially is this true when 
the time comes to lodge and prosecute disbarment charges against 
khose covered in the report. I shall use that report briefly as 
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the basis for my remarks here this evening, and to some extent 
elaborate and further document the factual information contained 
therein . 

I would not be entirely candid were I to tell you that as an 
outsider I do not have any particular inerest in whether or not 
you adopt the resolution now before you for consideration and 
debate. I do have a very particular interest in the outcome and 
I trust whatever I may say here tonight might shed further .light in 

« 

making clear to you that communism is an international conspiracy, 
aimed at the very destruction of this beloved land we call Arnica. 
I believe with -all my heart that we lawyers are duty bound to do 
our part to meet the challenge it presents* 

You who have read our report will recall at the very outset our 
committee clearly, and beyond per adventure of doubt, made a flat, 
unequivocal statement to the effect that it is not the aim of the 
American Bar Association to prevent any person charged with an 
offense involving communism, from having capable and efficient 
counsel represent him both in and out of the Trial Court, even to 
the extent of doing so when required by Court appointment and with- . 
out thought of compensation* I repeat that declaration here and I 
am confident the New Jersey State Bar Association tonight will 
place itself clearly and convincingly on record to the same effect* 
I assume that your Association, like the American Bar Association, 
does insist and will continue to insist, that any lawyer so 
retained or appointed must be expected to conduct himself profession 
ally at all times in accordance with the* high principles and 
traditions of the American lawyer* We must make certain that there . 
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will be no repetition of the disgraceful conduct of the lawyers 
representing the accused in the cases of United States vs. Dennis, 
before Judge Medina, and the case of United States vs. Bridges , 
before Judge Harris. 

One of the things we laid emphasis upon in our report was the 
absolute necessity for every American lawyer to begin at once a 
course of self- education in the doctrines of Marxism-Leninism and 
the methods, tactics, strategy and objectives of the communist, 
laid down so crystal clear by the founders and followers of 
communism in their own writings, literature, utterances, directives 
and propaganda media. I repeat here the necessity of so doing., if 
we are to deal with the question with intelligence and confidence. 

In our report we stated that the American people believe that 
"communism- like sin - is bad!" All of us by virtue of our spiritual 
training and beliefs know why sin is bad, but our committee felt that 
only those who had been willing to take the time to read and study 
the authoritative texts, admitted dogma, statements and programs 
of education, which include espionage, sabatoge and other immoral 
principles of communism, can possibly know how it, too, like sin, 
is bad. Please indulge me when I say to you and each of you, that 
unless you are intelligently and clearly equipped by your own 
education in the doctrine, you cannot fully and completely answer 
the arguments, the smears, the abuse "or the ridicule which those 
who oppose us will confront you with. 

The committee, of which I had the honor to serve as chairman, 
was comprised of five lawyers selected from various sections of the 
United States. We were aided and counselled by an Advisory Committee 



similarly selected. No group of men ever worked harder and with 
more devotion to the duties imposed upon us by virtue of our under- 
taking. As we pointed out in our report, at every instance We 
tried to do our work objectively and as real lawyers should. We 
engaged in no loose name-calling. We tried to be temperate in our 
conclusions, and above all, factual in our remarks; consequently, 
when we filed our report, we sincerely believed that we had made a 
good start in attacking the dangers of the communist movement as it 
affects us in this country. So far as the Bar is concerned, much 
is yet to be done* One thing was made clear to us as* we commenced 
our work - that was - that we would be subject to attack either 
directly or indirectly by those who would oppose our efforts and 
tear down, if possible, the results accomplished. We learned from 
our own course of study that the communists, from the very beginning, 
and without exception, go into action under the equivalent of the 
old football slogan that "The best defense is a good offense". 
Counter-attack, smear, ridicule, the lie and perjury are but some 
of the weapons seized upon by them to destroy any movement on the 
part of those who would oppose communism and expose it for what it 
is - a world-wide imperialist conspiracy, without equal. 

We were also told,, and we have since learned it to be a fact, 
that the so-called liberals would take us to task by asserting 
loudly that our efforts Were but part of a mass hysteria now riding 
without check in this country; that we would do away with all price- 
less constitutional liberties; that we would indulge in, and give 
legal approval to thought control or guilt by association. 
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So far as those who are either admitted, or who can be proven 
to be communists, we are not too greatly concerned in meeting 
charges of this nature when made against us, because under the 
attempted- expose' of our committee report, we know the communist 
has nothing to justify his attack upon us or upon our efforts. So 
far as the liberal is concerned, we face a more difficult problem. 
We again would make one thing clear. We are not attempting to 
suppress liberalism as that term is reasonably understood in this 
country; nor are we attempting to deny the liberals their legal 
and conceded right to oppose us in our views. We feel that 
generally speaking there are two kinds of liberals in America: 
One, the "phoney" liberal, who is but a true communist at heart but 
who, instead of admitting his belief in communism, poses under the 
banner of a liberal. This type, we say is a hypocrite. Other 
than to condemn him, he needs no further treatment here. 

To those liberals who, while still professing to hate communism 
yet insisting that the communist should be given free expression of 
thought, speech, politics, religion, etc., I should like to confine 
this part of my address. May I preface my remarks by saying that 
so far as we of the American Bar are concerned, we are and should 
be the first to stand up and demand the right of any communist or 
party follower, to shout his beliefs in communism or its philosophy 
from the hill-tops, from the public forum or from Union Square, 
subject only to proper restrictions under the law. That is a 
right which the Constitution gives to him, and we resist its being 
impaired, restricted or suppressed. What we hope to do, and what 
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we shall continue to fight for, is to prevent anyone who is 1 a 
communist, or who accepts its philosophy or principles, from having 
the right to practice law in this country. It is, of course, a 
serious thing to prevent any man from practicing law, or from 
refusing him the right to practice law when otherwise qualified, 
because his beliefs, either political, religious, social or 
economic, may be different from ours; however, we still insist that 
one who believes and practices the principles of Marxism-Leninism, 
which is the "Articles of faith" of communism, cannot, in conscience 
and good faith, sustain his high oath of office, nor can he demean 
himself within the traditions and Code of Ethics of the American 
lawyer. 

Mr. Arthur Garfield Hays, in an article written and published 
in the April, 1951 edition of the Brooklyn Barrister, wrote the 
following: 

"...The American Bar Association would *ferret out' 
Communists. This does two things. It intimidates 
lawyers, and would build up surveillance over all of 
us. There will be some kind of snooping and spying 
organization, a kind of Gestapo. I doubt if the few 
Communist lawyers in the United States are worth this. 
Separating sheep from goats on any basis other than 
unlawful acts is a dangerous business in a democracy. 
Men are charged not for their acts but for their 
heresies. Lawyers as well as others would be fearful 
of misinterpretation, unless they followed the orthodox 
line. Shades of Andrew Hamilton and John Adams! Today- 
people even hesitate to express antipathy to Chiang Kai 
Shek and his government or to Franco Spain. 



'»*..We hate totalitarianism and Communism, 
because we object to the principles underlying them. 
Let us not import these ideas into the United States. 
The Communists are dangerous in the United States, 
but not in the accepted sense. They are chiefly 
dangerous not because of what they do, but because 
of what they persuade us to do to ourselves." 

It is this kind of thinking on the part of the liberals 

that causes us to pause and ask them bluntly, do you honestly 

mean what you say? Have you really studied communist texts, 

utterances, directives and propaganda? Do you really believe 

that the Communist Party is a political party, as understood by 

the principles of political science? One of the serious tasks 

to which our committee is devoting itself and which I would ask 

this Association to do also, is to convince the people of this 

country, including the liberals like Mr. Hays, that the Communist 

Party is not a political party, as such, but on the other hand 

is a political conspiracy based upon intrigue and a lust for 

imperial power, aimed at making Soviet Russia the Master and 

dictator of our lives, and liberties, but without any sacred honor. 




In our report we attempted to point out rather briefly for 
the information of our members, why we maintain the Communist 
Party is not a political party. I should like to elaborate a 
little further and, I hope convincingly, on why we maintain it 
is not. I shall again take my source of information, not from 
non-communist writers, investigating committees or possibly self- 
appointed authors on the subject. I shall again go to the author- 
itative publications, directives and teachings of the party as 
expressed by its admitted leaders and apostles. 

At the meeting of the National Conference which re-established 
the Communist Party of the United States, held in New York on 
July 26-2#, 1945, a resolution was unanimously adopted calling 
for the establishment of av dictatorship of the proletariat in 
the United States and re-dedicating the Party to "the principles 
of scientific socialism and Marxism-Leninism." In our report, we 
furnished authentic definitions of Marxism-Leninism, taken by 
quotations from both Lenin and Stalin. 

In the trial of United States v. Dennis » before Judge Medina, 

the witness Budenz, formerly a renowned practicing communist tes- 

tifyingunder oath, interpreted the quotation to mean: 

"...the Communist Party bases itself upon so-called 
scientific socialism, thetheory and practice of so- 
called scientific socialism as appears in the writings 
of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin, therefore as in- 
terpreted by. Lenin and Stalin who have specifically- 
interpreted scientific socialism to mean that social- 
ism can only be attained by the violent shattering of 
the capitalist state, and the setting up of a dictators- 
ship of the proletariat by force and violence in place 
of that state*" 
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The Manifesto, which is the bible of the Communist Party, 
states on Page 44 the following: 

"In short, the Communist everywhere supports every 
revolutionary movement against the existing social 
and political order of things. 

"The Communists disdain to conceal their views and 
aims. They openly declare that their ends can be 
attained only by the forcible overthrow of all ex- 
isting social conditions. Let the ruling classes 
tremble at a Communist revolution. The proletarians 
have nothing to lose but their chains. They have a 
world to win." 

At the meeting of the Sixth Communist International held in 
Moscow on September 1, 1928, there was adopted a program which 
has been published and republished in the United States by the 
Workers Library Publishers, one of the propaganda houses of the 
Party. This program sets out in detail the nature of the organ- 
ization, the directives and above all the tactics, strategy and 
objectives which by virtue of the principles of "democratic 
centralism" bind every member or believer to thedecisims of the 
leaders, right or wrong, and declares inter alia: 

"The Communists publicly declare that, in order to 
overthrow the capitalist system and establish the 
proletarian dictatorship, the armed uprising of tne 
proletariat is necessary. Only by victory of pro- 
letarian arms, by the fonation of a Red army and the 
armed defence of the achievements of the revolution 
against all attempts by the borrgeoisie, will the pro- 
letariat gradually be able to lead mankind toward a 
classless society in which the use of arms will oe a 
thing forgotten." 

This is in keeping with Lenin's own demands when he said in 
his published volumes "Left Wing Communism— An Infantile Disorder" 



Mi 
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lf I repeat * the experience of the victorious dictator- 
ship of tbfe proletariat in Rilssia has clearly shown 
to those who are unable to think or who have not had 
occasion to ponder over this question, that absolute 
centralization and the strictest discipline of the 
proletariat are one of the basic conditions for vic- 
tory over the bourgeoisie ," 

Since the program freely uses the expression "proletarian 

revolution" we find that it also defines the meaning thereof as 



!l The conquest of power by the proletariat does not 
mean peacefully f capturing* the ready-made bourgeois 
state machinery by means of a parliamentary majority* 
The bourgeoisie resorts to every means of violence 
and terror to safeguard and strengthen its predatory 
property and its political domination . Like the 
feudal nobility of the past, the bourgeoisie cannot 
abandon its historical position to the new class 
without a desperate and frantic struggle* Henc e, the 
violence of the boujgeoisie can be suppressed only by 
the stern violence of the proletariat. The conquest 
of power by the proletariat is the violent overthrow 
of bourgeois power, the destruction of the capitalist 
state apparatus (bourgeois armies, police, bureaucratic 
hierarchy, the judiciary, parliaments, etc,)* and sub- 
stituting in its place new organs of proletarian power, 
to serve primarily as instruments for the suppression 
of the exploiters," 

Now let us turn to' some of the expressions of opinion by our 
American Courts on the subject. 

While it is true there has been some diversity of thought 
and expression of opinion on the part of some of our Courts, 
and particularly the Supreme Court of the United States, we do 
have some guide post to follow. Mr. Justice Jackson in his con- 
curring opinion written in the Douds case* dealt wiih the question 
as to whether or not the Communist Party is a true political parity 
in that sense of the word. He pointed^ out that if the Taft- 
Hartley Act required the labor union leaders to foreswear member- 
ship in the Republican, Democratic or Socialist Party as we 



follows: 



*Douds case, 339 U.S., 382, 423, 94 L.ed 92'5, 956 
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understand them in this country, that the statute would be un- 
constitutional ♦ He posed the question as to why it was valid as 
it affects the Communist Party. He answered, his question by 
stating n It is in the decisive differences between the Communist 
Party and every other Party of any importance in the long exper- 
ience of the United States with Party Government." He stated 
further "There are, however, contradictions (between the Commun- 
ist Party and the other recognized political Parties in this 
country) between what meets the eye and what is covertly done 11 
and he stated that Congress in the passage of the* Taft-Hartley 
Act could have reasonably concluded that the Communist Party is 
something different in fact from the other political parties . 
(Brackets mine) 

In the case of Schneiderman vs. .United States ,* the late 
Chief Justice Stone in his dissenting opinion reviewed at length 
the history of communism and the activities of the Communist 
Party in the United States. He referred to and quoted from their 
numerous authoritative texts, documents, expressions and general 
literature. We referred to this opinion in our committee report. 
Further reference to that opinion will demons t ate the emphasis 
laid upon that principle which every true American must recog- 
nize, namely, that our Constitution itself provides for its own 
amendment by an orderly procedure through democratic processes 
but as Mr* Chief Justice Stone points out, it does not contem- 
plate, nor tolerate, the breakdown of our governmental system by 
* Schnei ^erman v. United States, 330 U.S. 118, frj L ed 1796 
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"lawless conduct arid by force"* He states further; "It cari hardly 
satisfy the requirements of 'attachment to the principles of the 
Constitution * that one is attached to the means for its destruc- 



that membership in the Party or adherence to its principles is 
never compatible with attachment to the principles of the Con- 
stitution. 

The distinguished Jurist, Learned Hand, writing a magnifi- 
cent opinion in the case of United States v. Denni s* leaves a 
landmark of expression from which I quote. 

"The American Communist Party, of which the 
defendants are the controlling spirits, is a highly 
articulated, well contrived, far spread organization, 
numbering thousands of adherents, rigidly and ruth- 
lessly disciplined, many of whom are infused with a 
passionate Utopian faith that is to redeem mankind. 
It has its Founder, its apostles, its sacred texts - 
perhaps even its martyrs. It seeks converts far and 
wide by an extensive system of schooling, demanding 
of all an inflexible doctrinal orthodoxy. The 
violent capture of all existing governments is one 
article of the creed of that faith, which abjures 
the possibility of success by lawful means.... 

"Our democracy, like any other, must meet that 
faith and that creed on the merits, or it will per- 
ish; and we must not flinch at the challenge." 

In the most recent decision by the United States Supreme 
Court » Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee v. J. Howard McGrath . 
Attorney General, decided April 30, 1950, certain expressions in- 
cident to this phase of my discussion are relevant. Mr. Justice 
Reed in his dissent said: 
^United States v. Dennis , irt? F 2d 201 



tiori." He points out in language that can neyef be mistaken 
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«.;. Tolerant as we are of all politxcal efforts 
by argument or persuasion to change the basis of 
our social* economic or political life, the line 
is drawn sharply and clearly at any act or incite- 
ment Soact in violation of our constitutional 
processed. ♦ *'* 

He also dealt With the meaning of communism itself as follows: 

'^.Communism is well understood to mean a group 
seeking to overthrow by force and violence gov- 
ernments such as ours and to establish a new 
eovernment based on public ownership and direction 
ff SSdStive property. Undoubtedly, there are 
reasonable grounds to conclude that accepted his- 
?ory teachef ?hat revolution by force and violence 
to accomplish this end is a tenet of communists. 
No more is necessary to -justify an organization's 
designation as communist." 

Dealing with the asserted conflict with the First Amendment, 
Mr. Justice Reed further said: 

"This Court, throughout the years, has maintained 
the protection of the First Amendment as a major 
safeguard to the maintenance of a free republic. 
This Nation has never suffered from an enforced 
conformity of expression or a limitation of criti- 
cism. But neither are we compelled to endure 
espionage and sedition. Wide as are the freedoms 
of the First Amendment, this ^oUrt has never hesi- 
tated to deny the individual's right to use the • 
privileges for the overturn of law andorder. Reason- 
able restraints for the fair protection of the 
Government against incitement to sedition cannot 
properly be said to be 'undemocratic* or contrary 
to the guarantees of free speech. Otherwise the 
guarantee of civil rights would be a mockery.*." . 

Judge Learned Hand in his opinion in the Dennis case took 

great pains to make clear that the First , Amendment will fully 

protect all utterances or expressions by individuals .or in con-. 

cert which seek constitutional changes in our present form of 

government however revolutionary, so long only as the changes 
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demanded are accomplished in the manner and f o^m provided for in 



which calls for changes by the Use of force and violence* 

In the face of the foregoing documentation, can we as sen- 



that communism is a political party as such? I say to you, with 
profound conviction, that we cannot do so* Our Constitution, as 
we know it, provides freely for' amendments to the extent of chang- 
ing our entire political and economic lives if, the will of the 
people freely expressed, so desires it. That is freedom of speech; 
freedom of assembly; freedom of thought, or freedom of belief. 
But our Constitution beyond question does not contemplate over- 
throw of this government by any group, party or person by the use 
of armed revolution and especially when it comes from, or is at- 
tempted by a foreign power, agency or group. It permits no 
blandishments, wiles or intrigues by any person, party or group 
which brazenly proclaims that if it must, this government shall 
be overcome, not by the ballot which is true democracy at work, 
but by the bullet, which is tyranny and oppression by armed force. 

Again reverting to our report, we laid emphasis on the fact 
that the American lawyer is the leader in public life. He par- 
ticipates in everything affecting the political, civic, religious, 
business or social life of the community. He is respected for 
his intelligent leadership and ability and he wields an influence 
on the life of the average American citizen not equalled by any 
other group of men in. public life. He is the champion of 



the Constitution itself* but he repudiates any idea of free speech 



sible people, conscientiously and honestly assert or even believe 
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Constitutional rights and civil liberties and he is the l£gal 
defender of those -whose lives or liberties' may become involved 
with the 'law. He is justly proud of the great tradition^, of 
our profession and he cheerfully gives a great deal of his time 
pro ' bono publico > 

And now we are called upon to face a challenge. The Amer- 
ican people are outraged at the conduct of the lawyers in the 
Dennis and Bridges cases, as condemned by the courts before whom 
they appeared and" to whom they appealed their convictions in 
contempt. The public asks us why don't you lawyers clean your 
own house? How long are you going to tolerate such disgraceful 
conduct on the part of soie of your members? The high pedestal 
upon which the American courts have built a monument to the fair 
and impartial administration of justice is in danger of being 
upset. 

It was to answer these questions and to make sure that we 
continue to occupy a place of esteem and honor with the American 
people that the American Bar Association has taken the leadership 
in attempting to remove the communist lawyers from the practice 
of law. In our report we attempted to make certain that discip- 
linary action might well be taken on one point — if it can be 
established by competent and convincing proof that a lawyer is 
a communist, or that he embraced the doctrine of Marxism-Leninism 
he: did so with full appreciation that he was becoming a member 
of a world-wide conspiracy whose aims and objectives were clearly 
made known and fully understood by him; that in becoming a member 
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or advocate j he took a position which did violence in every Respect 
to the oath taken upon his admission to the bar, and therefore, he 
was an unfit person to be continued in the practice of law and to 
enjoy the confidence v the respect and the patronage of the Amer- 
ican people. He may, as we pointed oiiti become a communist or 
sing its praises any time or anywhere a receptive audience will 
listen, subject to proper restrictions now imposed by law; but 
he should not be permitted to do so as a member of the legal pro- 
fession sworn to uphold and defend the Constitution of the United 
States and the state which admitted him. 

I would ask you to adopt the conclusion of our report if'*' 
you take up the challenge as the representatives of the New Jersey 
Bar. It is wrong to accuse one of being a communist or to indulge 
in loose name-calling without having competent and compelling 
proof that he is one. It would be wrong to deny any person a full 
and fair hearing on whether he is a communist or a believer in 
its doctrines. That is the one thing we lawyers take our greatest 
pride in and we deplore any attempt to short cut or prevent a 
full opportunity to be heard but, if the proof is available and 
sound preliminary investigation indicates that disciplinary action, 
either for removal from membership of your Association, as well 
as from the bar itself is suggested, then let us go forward with 
courage and grim determination. The American people will respect 
us for so doing.

It certainly would be a pleasure to attend the

The role of the State: 



(1) The police power of the state makes it the protector 
over people and property* 

(2) State police have been created during present century 
in all U8 states but only about % are charged with 
general law enforcement duties*

(U) Every state should maintain an information file re names 
aliases, associates and criminal records known to all 
enforcement units in the state* 

(5) Also indispensable is a fingerprint* photograph and hand- 
writing file of burglars, robbers and such criminals as a * 
complement of its conventional fingerprint collection* 

(6) A laboratory should be available on the State level* 

(7) Crime statistics - analyses should be mad6, on a routine 
basis, of the number, trend, and the types* of crimes known * 
to all officers in the state. The pattern for this was 
established by the IACP and published by the FBI* 

Also a modus operandi file may prove convenient. 

(8) Effective criminal investigation cannot be carried on in 
a public aquarium. The activities of an investigation 
should be kept from the knowledge of the suspects* 

(9) The time has come for the State to move into a sphere of 
influence which it has allowed to remain in partial vacuum 
for over a century and a half. 

This of course is a long range program. 



Effective State Controls: 



(1) The unevenness of enforcement is an invitation to the 
criminal element. The State can correct this* 

(2) A corps of 3 to £ inspectors of police should be established 
in a unit responsible directly to the governor* 

(3) State to pay half the cost provided the force received the 
approval of the state inspector* 

(k) Recruitment on state-wide level instead of local. 

(5) Training on regional basis under state difgction. 

(6) Interstate transfers in higher positions ultimately. 

(7) Pensions all under State system. 

(8) State inspectors can in time raise local effectiveness 

to a satisfactory levels Training and In-service training, 
firm discipline, etc. 



Ad Hoc Police Authorities!-

CONCLUSIONS AMD RECOmam&TIONS OF THE COMMISSION: 

The report indicates that because of the limitations of 
Federal jurisdiction and the ability of organized crime to circumvent 
State and local laws, attention should be concentrated on the problem 
of controlling organized crime at the State and local level. Several 
recommendations are set forth intended to accomplish this: 

1. The preparation and submission to the various States 
of a model gambling code designed to prohibit modern forms of gambling 
and modern methods of conducting gambling operations. 
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2. Greater State supervision over local law enforcement 
agencies. The adoption of uniform law enforcement policies and an 
improvement in the functioning of local law enforcement agencies 
with the State reasserting its primary responsibility for the 
functioning of law enforcementWagencies. Under this recommendation, 
the Commission suggests model State statutes to establish a greater 
measure of State supervision over criminal prosecutions and the 
functions of local police departments, specialized State services 
in crime detection, identification and criminal statistics, together 
with State inspection and audit services to local law enforcement 
agencies. 

3» A vigorous campaign by State and local bar associations 
to eliminate the lawyer who actively cooperates with criminals, 
advises them on how to evade the criminal law, or otherwise partici- 
pates in the activities of those violating the criminal laws. The 
Commission recommended that the American Bar Association take the 
leadership in developing the facts and formulating specific methods 
to deal with these individuals. 

2}.. The Commission recommends that official crime commis- 
sions be appointed in each State to make analyses of local -problems 
of organized crime and the efficiency of law enforcement agencies 
in combating them. It suggests the formation of continuing independent 
citizens' groups in States and metropolitan areas to keep the public 
advised as to crime conditions and the effectiveness of public 
officials in dealing with them.

Mr. Tracy stated Waldman was 
very roundly and enthusiastically applauded. 

He stated Judge^reen and Judge^ffptagraf of Norman, 
Oklahoma, were in the audience and spoke highly of the Bureau 
and wished to be remembered to me.

i^^pfograms. In addition, the report on police training by 
Professor Davi^monroe of Chapel Hill, North Carolina, com- 
pletely omitted^any reference to the Bureau's participation 
in this field. Following the St. Louis meeting, Mr. Nichols 
and myself called on Mr. Freund in his office and had quite 
a long discussion with him. It will be recalled Mr. Nichols 
made a vigorous defense of the Bureau's cooperation in the 
production of a radio program. 

At the 195 0 _mee±i&CL in Washington, Mr. Freund omitted 

Iany reference to the FBI and failed to follow through on his 
pet project of the portrayal of crime programs via radio and 
comics. At this meeting the writer was elected Assistant 
Secretary of the Section and assigned to the Police Training 
and the International Criminal Law Committees. At this meeting 
the Bureau was included most favorably in the police training 
report although Professor Monroe did not appear personally at 
{the convention. 

At the 1951 meeting held in New York Sept em&ejL 17 - 21, 
1951j the main highlight of the Criminal Law Section was the 
protection of individual rights and government security in times 
iof stress. This topic was suggested by Mr. Nichols and the writer 
jin an early preconvention discussion with James V$\Bennett. It 
*was pointed out to Mr. Bennett that this topic wo&ld be particularly 
timely and interesting as well as provocative in view of the fact 
that the Supreme Court decision in the case of the eleven Com- 
munists would be settled prior to the time of the convention. 
This proved to be entirely correct and a very spirited discussion 
and open forum took place at this particular meeting. At each 
session of the Criminal Law Section, there was standing room w< 
only, which indicated the extent of the popular interest in the f\ 
work of this section. The speakers were Hiram$0ingham, Chairman { \ 
of the^ Loyalty Review Board; Congressman Emanukl>Celler, and / 
Ernes^Ulngell of the Amer^qan Civil Liberties Uiiion. The 
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Director may be interested in knowing that Judge SamueJ/fZieb omits 

Iof the King's County Court , New York, cancelled his appearance 
at the last moment and Mr. Freund, in v a committee meeting of 
the section, suggested Arthur GajzfielQ^ayes be asked to substitute 

Hon the subject of the protection of individual rights* I 
strenuously objected to Hayes and my objection was sustained. 
The name of Ernest Angell was then suggested by Mr. Foreman 
'Nte^ of New York, a member of the section, and I was~~asked if 
\l ~had any objection to Mr. Angell. I advised I did not. In 
jtalking with Mr. Angell later after his talk which was most 
{moderate , he informed me that a few days before he had been in 
Washington and had talked with Mr. Hoover. He spoke most 
favorably of the Director. 

r At the session considering Committee reports, Professor 

David Monroe delivered a very splendid report on police training. 
He used all of the material sent to him by the Bureau, and this 
was the main feature of his report. He paid high tribute to the 
work of the Bureau in the police training field. I personally 

, went over his report at his request prior to its submission. 

(Mr. Freund was very cordial throughout the Hew York 
meeting and at the time committee reports were being presented, 
Mr. Freund did not submit a report. Judge Walter^Green of 
Hyattsville, Maryland, who is personally well known to Mr. 
Nichols and the writer, asked Mr. Freund from the floor if he 
was submitting a report separately without presenting it on the 
floor. Mr. Freund advised that he was not submitting a report 
of any kind, that he was seeking a grant of funds from the 
Association for the purpose of making a scientific study of the 
mass media presentation by motion pictures, radio broadcasting, 
comics, and television in> relation to the administration of 
justice and until such time as such a study could be made, 
he would not have a report. It was obvious that he did not 
desire to become involved in another controversy. 

The Criminal Law Section of the 1951 meeting was 
the highlight of the entire convention. The most interesting 
and best attended of the General Assembly Sessions was the 
session on "The Menace of Organised Crime, 99 the speakers 
being Senator Herbert^ 9 Conor of Maryland, Senator Estes 
^Kefauver of Tennessee,^ Governor Earl\Sarren of California, and 
judge Robert Fr^Patterson, Chairman 0/ the American Bar Association 
Commission on Organised Crime. The outstanding speech of this 




session was the very practical and forceful talk by Governor 
Warren* The Governor was forceful and practical. His references 
to the Bureau brought tremendous applausewhich definitely in- 
dicated the high regard in which the Bureau is held* 

The address by Senator Kefauver was not only weak in 
context but in presentation. Senator O f Conor's address was 
forcefully presented but seemed to lack in sincerity. Judge 
Patterson's talk was sound but not particularly interesting. 

I feel that the Bureau's participation in the Criminal 
Law Section has been very much worthwhile . The acquaintance of 
Mr. Nichols and the writer within the membership of the Association 
is widening at each convention with the result that in the future, 
the influence of the Bureau will be greater. I feel that the 
Bureau has made a very definite and positive contribution to the 
American Bar Association. 

The various reports submitted during the last convention 
were briefed by the writer as Assistant Secretary and arrangements 
have been made with Mr. Bennett for me to brief all material 
concerning the convention just completed. This material is 
briefed in the event the Bar Association will furnish the 
necessary funds for publication of a synopsized report on the 
various addresses made. By doing this work for Mr. Bennett, 
we can be absolutely sure as to exactly what is highlighted 
in any published report. The reports last year were not pub- 
lished due to lack of funds.

entitled, "Communism: Marxism - Leninism Its Aims, Purposes, Objectives and 
Practices," which was prepared for the Special Committee of the American %ffa/j _ / 
Association considering the status of Communist lawyers. u ^ / J 

DETAILS 

Pursuant to your request, a review has been made of the attached 
32 -page document. Due to the short space of time allotted this review, it was, 
of course, impossible to check the many quotations appearing therein . It will 
be of interest to note, however, that a quotation appearing on page twenty was 
checked inasmuch as it obviously did not appear to be accurate. This statement 
was, "....revolutionaries who are unable to combine illegal form of struggle 
with every form of illegal struggle are very bad revolutionaries." This 

statement should have been: " revolutionaries who are unable to combine 

illegal forms of struggle with every form of legal struggle are very bad 
revolutionaries ♦ 11 

In view of this error in quotation, the possibility exists that there are 
other misquotations in the manuscript. This would, of course, be highly undesirable. 

Other errors noted are as follows: 

Page 2. The abbreviation (L.F.) for "'Left Wing" Communism: An Infantile 
Disorder" should have been: (L.W.). 



^ Page Ik, last paragraph: The number on the last line should be 700 rather than 7, 
it is believed. 



^ Page 16. On this page the following statement is set forth: 

"The 17th Congress met in January, 193 1 *- - 1,87^,^88 
Party Members. (S.H.320) 




"Apparently as far as ^^^^tor^ is^epncerned it was 
.p^^not necessary

The above statement is subject to criticism for the following reason. 
The 18th and last Congress vas held in March, 1939, The History of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union was first written and published in the Russian language 
in 1938, and printed and published in the United States in 1939- Therefore, the 
^ History was written after the 17th Congress, but before the 18th Congress was held. 
The above statement, therefore, is not accurate. 

Page 18; The last paragraph reflects that the Comintern was set up in the early 
1930 *s. This is a glaring inaccuracy. The Third International (Communist), 
\/ better known as the Comintern, was established in March, 1919- World Congresses 
of this organization were held in 1919, 1920, 1921, 19^2, 192^, 1928 and 1935- 
It was dissolved in 19^3 during the Second World War. 

^ Page 26, last paragraph: The small V quite obviously should be a small "d". 

In view of the above obvious errors noted in a hurried review of this 
manuscript, it is suggested that before any use is made of this document that it 
be thoroughly checked against the original sources and a certain amount of 
X re-editing should be done. For example, on page k and the beginning of page 5 
there are set forth the ten steps to be attained as the Dictatorship of the 
Proletariat takes over, according to the Communist Manifesto written in 18HS. 
Obviously, a review of these ten steps will ref lect that^me^^ofjffiemhave been 
found t o be economically and jTociaiyTsound. In fact, some of them have beeh^ 
jdonted and~^l^.ed3:nto Jactual practice in " our form of democratic government. 
Setting these ten points out withoutjtother^xplanation is not believed 
desirable. 

\ It could be pointed out that some of the basic Marxist teachings 

written in l8kQ had considerable merit in connection with the social and 
economic conditions of that period and, in fact, have been subsequently adopted. 
However, the basic repugnancy of Marxism lay in the dogma that none of those 
economic and social betterments could be attained except by a forcible 
overthrow of all existing social conditions, as clearly set forth in the 
final paragraph of the Manifesto. 

The basic ideas embraced in this 32-page document, on the other hand, 
have considerable merit from the Bureau's viewpoint. It is believed highly

desirable that the basic revolutionary Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist teachings 
be set forth in a document that can be g^sily read and understood by the 
American people.

RECOMMENDATION 

It is not believed that the present 32-page document is ready 
for dissemination by the American Bar Association. It should be checked and 
double checked and a certain amount of editing should be done, together with 
adding at the end certain excerpts from the decisions mentioned above. It 
might also be possible to improve upon the selection of the Marxist-Leninist- 
Stalinist statements. •
